What o War Wool* So for Us. 

If oar government U in the bn- 
mor to adopt a vigorous foreign 
policy the Bamoan affair offers a I 
very inviting opening. 

Without review lag the canoes of 
the strained relations now existing 
between this coon try and Germany, 
it will be of interest to consider 
some of the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of a foreign war, so far as 
this country is concerned. 

A war of any magnitude, lasting 
a year or so, with sneb a power as 
Germany would keep ns busily oc¬ 
cupied. Tbe probability is that it 
would not be altogether a-naval 
warfare. There would be fighting 
en land and sea, and our weak 
coast defenses would tempt tbe en¬ 
emy to attack our seaboard alias. 

Hundreds of thousands of men 
would be withdeawn from their 
peaceful occupations, and scarcity 
of labor and higher wages would

Tbe govern 
ment would again flood the coun¬ 
try with greenbacks, making flusk 
times and stimulating specnlalton. 
Everything would be unsettled,:iod 
fortune* would be lost snd made in 
a burry. 

Unexpected events would occur. 
Germany would make adesperate 
attempt tn extend her colonising 
policy to this hemisphere. Francs 
wqnhl be certain to take advantage 
of the situation by occupying and 
fortifying tbe isthmaa of Panama. 
Tbe war, lieginning with a nguab- j 
ble over lar off Kamos, would per¬ 
haps extend the scope of IU opera 
lions until it curled tbe globe. Tbe 
example of France on tbe isthmns 
would be followed by tbe British in 
Venezuela, and there would be an 
odor of gQD|Kiwder in every direc¬ 
tion. 

That the United (Mates would I 
Anally come out with flying colors 
Is a safe prediction to make, but It 
would Im a costly triumph In bleed 
aod treasure. Then would follow 
long years of taxation to pay off the 
Increased notional debt, years of 
currency contraction, and last, bat 
not least, a timid of now pension 
bills. 

There ore other things to be con 
sidered. A foreign war wonld make 
the American |ieop!e bury their 
sectional differences, but it would 
also bring with it widespread 4e 
moralisatlou, It would halld up 
and It would destroy, It wonld en 
rich, and It would Impoverish. It 
wonld make our flag feared and 
respected, but It might excite a war 
like spirit that would not rest satis 
fled lor a geueratlou to oome. 

In view of the past policy of our 
government, It Is not likely tkot 
the Humeian trouble will lead to a 
war with German?, hut It can do uo 
harm to take a long look ahead and 
estimate (lie results ol such a con 
fliel. Atlanta Goastitutton.

Troubles hare existed among the 
Bttmoaus since DUO. lu that year 
the German Commercial and Finn 
t alien Society at Apia, or, rather, 
its predecessor, the Arm of Uode- 
froy, of Hamburg, stood on ike side 
of lialietoa, e chief talonglug to one 
of the most dliliugulehed fauilllee 
of Bamoa. Throughout the euo 
eeeding twenty years the foreignere 
who settled in Ha won—American*, 
Englishmen aud Germans—eeugbt, 
by taking Hides with or against 
Malietou, to strengthen respect tor 
their respective nations, and there 
by increase their commerce, la I87H 
the Dinted States, which hud pre 
viously obtained a concession of a 
luaguiAcient harbor In the Hauioa 
Islands aud established a coallug 
station there, made a treaty with 
Samoa, The local government In 
Id 1871) being a slate of great con¬ 
fusion, Bir Arthur Uordou,as (jueen 
Victoria’s commissioner In the Wes 
tern Pacific, established King Mel 
letoa tirmlv on the throne aud is- 
sued a proclamation. This prods 
matiou wae followed by a treaty 
with Malietou, dated August 18. 
1878. In the same year Geruauy 
also made a treaty with lialietoa. 
The treaties entered into between 
the United States, Great Britian, 
German? and Bamoa were terattea 
of friendship and reciprocity, a- 
greed to for the purpose of pro 
motlng the trade which American, 
Euglish and German merchants 
had gone to the remote Bemoan 
Islands to establish. It was uuder 
stood sod agreed upon among the 
treaty powers that the indepen¬ 
dence aud neutrality of these is 
lauds should be forever preserved. 
While America and Kuglaad have 
remained consistent to the treaty 
obligations and have recognized 
Malietoa ss the legitimate ruler, 
the policy of the Germans has been 
a wavering oue. At one time they 
would recognize Malietoa as King, 
at another they would take sides 
with the opposing King, in 1884 
King Malietoa was coerced into an 
agreement with the German Gov¬ 
ernment and sent a protest about 
it to the German Em|>cror. Fol¬ 
lowing the protest there was sent 
a petition to the English Queen, 
signed by nearly all the Bamoan 
chiefs, praying for annexation to 
Great Britain ou the ground, a- 
raong others, that they were afraid 
of being forcibly annexed by the 
Germans. In 1885 and again In 
1888 further attempts were made 
by Germany to seize the sovereign- 
ty of the Bamoan Islands, but each 
time the attempt was successfully 
resisted by the British and Ameri¬ 
can representatives. 

io the autumn of 1888 a German 
named Hrundeie appeared in Apia. 
The public was given to understand 
that he was in the service of the 
German Commercial and Planta¬ 
tion Booleiy Among the employes 
of this firm, however, it was known 
that be had l>een selected to he 
the Minister of ^lullctoa'* rival. 
Tame*e*«, Hntndeis at once be sn 
to study local conditions, and work 
ed at times st the German Cousn 
Isle, made himself familiar with 
the Imsluuse and social relations 
of Apia, and then went to (he 
home of Temasese, in the Inmiedl 
ate vicieityof the great cotton Nnd 
cocoa plantation of the Gorman 
Commercial and Plantation Boole 
ty.

harbor of Apia. Poor days later , 
I ho German Consul wrote to Malle 
toa complaining Mint Germen set 
tiers had Iwsen attacked by the na 
lives on March 22 of the! year, end 
that from time to time during the 
previous four years the Oertnuo 
plantations hud been damaged to 
the amount of thousands of dob 
lare a year. A heavy demand for 
compensation was made for the 
damage to the plantations, without 
a single Item of particulars being 
given to the Bamoan King.* The 
monstrous demand was made that 
the sum claimed for ooiu|*»HMation 
should I* paid the next day—a de¬ 
mand which, In such a country, It 
wiis practically impossible t# meet. 
The King wrote, promising an an¬ 
swer lu three days, and the reply 
giveu by the German commander 
woe the landing on the uext day 
of seven hundred troops from hie 
squadron, and the ieeulugof u proc 
Ismotlon In the name of the Gev- 
eminent of Germauy, declaileg 
Temasese King of Bamoa. At the 
same time Malietoa was deported, 
first to Hamburg, then to Bremer 
haven, wae lodged aud boarded un 
dor police su|»orvieiou at Lehr, a 
suburb of Bremerhaveu, end then 
was taken to Anstralia on board 
the eteamsblp Necker, by a Ger 
mau naval officer. 

The native opposition to Tame 
eeee, or to the Braudelr-Tamasese 
Government, as It Is celled, reach 
ep its climax on Beptember 0, 1888, 
on which dere t be j crowned Males 
fa, a legitimate suceeseor to Mali# 
toa, King of Bamoa, with the title 
of Malietoa, Too* Mataala.
